Most incumbents prevail 


Eriksen and DeChaine leading 1 in races for Mendocino College board seats

Larry MacLeitch’s attempt to 
unseat incumbent Joan Eriksen for the 
Area 3 seat on the Mendo-Lake 
Community College board of trustees 
appears to be over, with Eriksen poised 
to take the victory late Tuesday night. 

With 100 percent of precincts 
reporting in Lake and Mendocino 
counties, Eriksen had a lead in both 
counties -- 11 percent in Lake County 
and 4 percent in Mendocino County. 
The Area 3 representative for the board 
represents part of the Ukiah-area. 

In the Mendocino County election, 
unofficial results show Eriksen receiv- 
ing 51.62 percent of the vote, and in 
Lake County unofficial results show 
Eriksen receiving 55.5 percent of the 
votes. 

Eriksen is the incumbent for the seat 
with 12 years of service on the board, 
but MacLeitch was no stranger to ser- 
vice in the district after previously 
serving as the Area 2 representative. A

The second proposal in as many weeks by 5th

District Supervisor David Colfax to send a letter 
from the Board of Supervisors to the Department 
of Toxic Substances Control regarding the demo- 
lition of the former Masonite site was once again 
voted down by the board at Tuesday’s meeting.

“We had the room filled up,” said CEO Tom 
Mitchell. ““We made accommodations for over- 
flow.” 

Meca Wawona said that though the meeting 
was informative, it did leave some questions 
unanswered. 

“You can see that the demolition permit is not 
signed,” she said, holding up a copy of the docu- 
ment. “There are numerous problems with the 
permit file.”

Woman convicted of fraud 


Faces up to 5 years in prison 
in fake workers comp case

A jury deliberated for less 
than two hours Tuesday 
before finding Karen Dare, 
43, of Willits, guilty of felony 
insurance fraud and workers 
compensation fraud in con- 
nection with a faked work- 
place accident.

Production stopping on shows due to strike

LOS ANGELES -- 
Production of the hit show 
“Desperate Housewives” and 
at least six sitcoms filmed 
before live audiences will be 
halted as a result of the writers 
strike -- developments that 
raised the stakes Tuesday in 
the walkout targeting movie 
studios and TV networks. 

Producer Alexandra 
Cunningham said “Desperate 
Housewives” will stop pro- 
duction on Wednesday after 
running out of scripts. Shows 
that have already been com- 
pleted won’t last until 
Christmas, she said. 

“It’s unfortunate. We want 
to get back to work,” 
Cunningham said. 

Sitcoms that will stop the 
cameras include “Back to 
You,” starring Kelsey 
Grammer and Patricia Heaton, 


which will not return from a 
planned hiatus. said Chris 
Alexander, a spokesman for 
20th Century Fox Television. 

Star Julia Louis-Dreyfus 
said production also stopped 
on her CBS show, “The New 
Adventures of Old Christine.” 

In addition, “Til Death,” 
which airs on Fox, and “Rules 
of Engagement,” “Two and a 
Half Men” and “The Big Bang 
Theory,” all on CBS, will also 
end filming, according to peo- 
ple familiar with production 
of the shows who were not 
authorized to be quoted and 
requested anonymity. 

Network officials referred 
calls to the individual compa- 
nies producing each show. 

It was not immediately 
clear how many of the pro- 
grams might already be fin- 
ished. 

The sitcoms are typically 
written the same week they 


are filmed, with jokes being 
sharpened by writers even on 
the day of production. 

The disclosures came dur- 
ing the second day of the 
strike by the Writers Guild of 
America against the Alliance 
of Motion Picture and 
Television Producers. Pickets 
returned to studios in Los 
Angeles and New York. 

In Toluca Lake, near 
Warner Bros. studio, writers 
converged on a house serving 
as a location shoot for 
“Desperate Housewives.” 

“We write the story a, Eva 
Longoria,” about 30 strikers 
chanted, referring to a star of 
the hit ABC show. 

“It is a very serious busi- 
ness,” said Larry Wilmore, a 
writer on “The Daily Show,” 
explaining that protesters 
were marching “so we can get 
back to being funny.” 

Shooting continued 
Tuesday inside the house 


despite the protests, said 
Chandler Hayes, a spokesman 
for ABC. 

Marc Cherry, executive 
producer and creator of the 
show, said the writers had his 
blessing to picket as long as 
they were respectful to the 
actors. 

The protesters were joined 
by actress Louis-Dreyfus. 

“I’m really here because 
I’m a union member,” she 
said, explaining she belongs 
to the Screen Actors Guild and 
her husband is a member of 
the writers guild. 

Writers have not gone on 
strike since 1988, when the 
walkout lasted 22 weeks and 
cost the industry more than 
$500 million.

estate trust-worthy 


To our readers: Last week, 
we began to answer a question 
from a family that believed it 
was being held captive by a 
large bank trust department 
that oversaw and invested the 
deceased husband’s compara- 
tively modest estate. 

With the average trust 
today being less than 
$250,000, we pointed out that 
liquid assets are generally 
invested in common pools of 
securities or mutual funds that 
don’t require individual atten- 
tion, and that it is not unusual 
for a trust officer to handle a 
hundred or more such trusts. 

We also warned that most 
trusts in existence today are 
the creations of word process- 
ing programs that include pro- 
visions that give trustees wide 
latitude to make investments 
(even though the deceased 
may only have purchased 
CDs) and to charge the bank’s 
posted compensation rates. 

Lastly, we warned about 
conflicts of interest where the 
trust side of the bank invests 
trust assets on the investment 
side of the bank in proprietary 
funds that produce meager 
returns and charge more fees. 

What to do? 

First, contrary to popular 
belief, more than 98 percent 
of those who die each year 
will not have taxable estates 
under current law. Therefore, 
computer-generated trusts that 
are intended to save estate 
taxes are overkill. 

Second, the choice of a 
successor trustee is important 
to those who wish to create 
revocable living trusts during 
life and to be the trustee until 
death or disability, and also to 
those who establish trusts in 
their wills. Therefore, 
prospective successor trustees 
should be interviewed, not 
named blindly. If a child or 
family member is to be 
named, provisions should be 
included in the trust to ensure 
regular accountings to benefi- 
ciaries. 

Third, no matter what kind 
of trust you establish, the 
instrument should contain 
investment parameters with 
which you are comfortable. 
For example, if you have 
invested in CDs and money 
markets throughout your life, 
it is unlikely that you would 
want a stranger investing your 
assets after death in risky 
stocks or financial instru- 
ments you don’t understand. 

Fourth, the calculation of

trustee fees should be clearly 
spelled out in your trust docu- 
ment. If you are going to 
transfer the family home into 
the trust, you should negotiate 
either no fee or a minimal fee 
based on the value of that res- 
idence. Further, if you set the 
investment parameters in your 
document, the trustee’s risk of 
making bad investments is 
reduced and, therefore, the fee 
should be reduced commensu- 
rately. 

Fifth, your document 
should include language about 
replacement of the trustee if 
expectations of service are not 
met. In order to attempt to 
avoid an expensive court pro- 
ceeding, you may choose to 
provide in your document that 
if a high percentage of the 
beneficiaries are dissatisfied 
with performance, the trustee 
should resign in favor of 
another named trustee. 

Sixth, stay away from nam- 
ing multiple trustees to act 
together because it is difficult 
to get anything done when 
acting by committee. Include 
in your trust exactly what the 
trustee is to do and when. In 
some instance, a special 
trustee -- an individual who 
knows the family circum- 
stances -- may be appointed to 
make recommendations to the 
trustee. 

Seventh, find a lawyer who 
will listen to your circum- 
stances and then prepare a 
document that fits your needs 
and goals.

MySpace expands ads 
targeted to personal 
details on user profiles

NEW YORK -- The popu- 
lar online hangout MySpace is 
expanding its program for let- 
ting advertisers target their 
pitches using personal details 
on users’ profile pages. 

Since July, MySpace has 
allowed more than 50 leading 
advertisers, including Procter 
& Gamble Co., Ford Motor 
Co. and Yum Brands Inc.’s 
Taco Bell chain, to target any 
of 10 interest groups, such as 
movies, travel and auto. 

In the program’s second 
phase, launching Monday, 
MySpace is adding an 11th 
category, television, along 
with hundreds of subcate- 
gories, such as horror movies. 
Even that is subdivided into 
“teen screams,” “satanic sto- 
ries,” “vampires” and others. 

Like other social-network- 
ing sites, MySpace offers a 
mix of messaging tools to 
encourage its visitors to 
expand their circles of friends. 
Central to it are personal pro- 
file pages where users can 
post photos and video clips, 
blast messages to friends and 
have visitors leave comments. 

Targeting ads well can be 
lucrative. 

MySpace, a unit of News 
Corp.’s Fox Interactive 
Media, said many advertisers 
improve response rates four- 
fold through its targeting pro- 
gram, which also includes 


segmentation by location and 
age groups. The company 
says it charges advertisers 
more, though it would not say 
how much. But targeting can 
also backfire if users believe 
their personal expressions are 
being misused. 

When MySpace’s chief 
rival, Facebook, introduced a 
feature last year that allows 
users to more easily track 
changes their friends make to 
profiles, many users 
denounced it as stalking and 
threatened protests and boy- 
cotts. Facebook had to quick- 
ly apologize and agree to let 
users turn off the feature so 
that others can’t easily see 
what they do. 

Facebook was scheduled to 
announce its own ad program 
Tuesday, though officials 
refused to discuss its nature. 

Adam Bain, executive vice 
president for products and 
technology at Fox Interactive, 
said the company spent a year 
developing its program and 
created user panels to study 
privacy and other issues. 

“The thing we heard from 
them is they wanted advertise- 
ments to be more contextually 
relevant to them,” Bain said. 
“If they have to live with ads, 
they want an ad to be engag- 
ing.” 

Bain said MySpace only 
examines information users 
already make public in their 
profiles.

Getting train 
back on track 


It’s a pivotal time for the 
future of high-speed rail in 
California. 

After two false starts in 
2004 and 2006, members of 
the state Legislature once 
again are considering a $10 
billion bond measure to get 
the project started. 

It’s easy to dismiss this 
ambitious project as being 
totally unrealistic. 

However,  California’s 
rapid population growth and 
escalating gasoline prices 
indicate that the validity of a 
high-speed-rail system will 
continue to grow, too. 

The current attempt to 
develop a workable plan fol- 
lowed a series of public 
meetings to resolve what 
routes such a system would 
take. That’s been difficult. 

Last week, members of 
the Metropolitan 
Transportation Commission 
of the Bay Area made a 
politically expedient -- but 
totally impractical -- recom- 
mendation to route the line 
through the Pacheco Pass 
and rural Santa Clara 
County. The recommenda- 
tion ignores realities involv- 
ing the environment, rights 
of way and growth patterns. 

It also would leave 
Stockton and San Joaquin 
County disconnected from 
the system. Powerful Silicon 
Valley interests forced the 
proposed route to run 
through an unspoiled region 
south of the Bay Area. If that 
occurred, urban sprawl in 
and around Gilroy would be 
certain to follow. 

The Altamont Pass 
remains a more natural 
option that would route the 
220 mph trains farther north 
into San Joaquin County,

creating a more workable 
link to Sacramento. 


The recommendation 
now goes to the state’s High- 
Speed Rail Authority. 


Nothing is certain. 

The $10 billion bond, if it 
appears on the ballot in 
2008, only would be a start- 
ing point. The project’s total 
cost would be $40 billion or 
more. 

In a state facing declining 
tax revenues and enormous 
infrastructure needs -- 
beginning with an inade- 
quate water supply -- high- 
speed rail looks more and 
more like an out-of-reach 
vision. Whether now or 
later, the system needs sup- 
port from politicians and 
residents in every area of the 
state. The most pragmatic 
route will be one that links 
the greatest number of peo- 
ple, not one that serves a sin- 
gle economic interest group.

With farm issues gaining 
momentum in the Senate, 
Texas Sens. Kay Hutchison 
and John Cornyn will soon 
get the rare chance to reverse 
decades of bad agriculture 
policies. 

By joining with reformers 
such as Sens. Dick Lugar 
and Frank Lautenberg when 
the Senate takes up a farm 
bill next week, the Texans 
can create saner priorities. 

The proposal from Mr. 
Lugar, of Indiana, and Mr. 
Lautenberg, of New Jersey, 
would gradually eliminate 
crop subsidies to all farmers. 
The plan also would reinvest 
some of the savings into 
land-conservation incentives 
and into programs that help 
small farms sell products 
locally and grow alternative 


energy sources. 

This alternative presents a 
refreshing contrast to the 
business-as-usual plan the 
Senate Agriculture 
Committee passed. It would 
maintain crop payments to 
farmers including those who 
earn up to a million bucks 
keep subsidies focused on 
big crops such as corn and 
wheat, and do too little to 
promote land conservation 
and alternative energies. 

Texas’ senators undoubt- 
edly are hearing from big 
farm interests that favor the 
Agriculture Committee’s 
bill. But more Texas farmers 
would benefit from the 
Lugar-Lautenberg bill. 

For example, their pro- 
posal would replace subsi- 
dies for crops such as corn 
and wheat with an insurance 
program for all crops. The 
shift would lead to most 
Texas farmers with crop 
insurance paying much less 
for their insurance. While 
we don’t like everything 
about this feature, farmers 
need some guarantee against 
the vagaries of nature and 
other risks. This would do it, 
and at a cheaper cost to tax- 
payers. What’s more, a 
broader pool of Texas farm- 
ers would benefit. 

Family farmers in East 
Texas, the Valley and else- 
where would benefit in 
another way, too. The reform 
bill would finance a program 
to help them sell their fruits 
and vegetables directly to 
schools in cities such as 
Dallas and San Antonio. 

Also, the numerous Texas 
companies developing alter- 
natives to corn-based 
ethanol stand to gain 
because the proposal invests 
substantially in such 
research. (Companies in 
Dallas and elsewhere are 
hotly pursuing alternatives 
such as switchgrasses.

Our great 
recession obsession 


We are all waiting, it seems, for the next recession. 
Everyone knows that the business cycle hasn’t been 
repealed, and so another recession is inevitable sooner 
or later. Some indicators now suggest that it might be 
sooner. The Conference Board’s consumer confidence 
index has declined for three straight months. In March, 
30 percent of respondents said jobs are “plentiful”; now 
that’s only 24 percent. All this inspires much forebod- 
ing, because a recession is widely regarded as a calami- 
ty, or something close to it. 

Just last week, the Federal Reserve cut its key 
overnight interest rate for the second time since August. 
It now stands at 4.5 percent, down from its recent peak 
of 5.25 percent. Although the economy grew at a strong 
3.9 percent annual rate in the third quarter, most econo- 
mists regard this as an aberration. They expect slower 
growth or a recession, because three powerful forces are 
now assaulting the economic expansion. 

First, housing. Its collapse deepens. Economist 
Richard Berner of Morgan Stanley notes that sales of 
new and existing homes have dropped 42 percent and 
30 percent, respectively, from their peaks of more than 
two years ago. As supplies of unsold homes grow, real 
estate prices continue to fall. One index finds that prices 
in August were down 4.4 percent nationally from a year 
earlier. 

Second, oil prices. They’re approaching $100 a bar- 
rel. Even before the latest price increases, energy costs 
rose to 6.2 percent of consumer spending in the second 
quarter from 4.5 percent in 2002, notes consultant Jack 
Lavery, a former chief economist of Merrill Lynch. 
Higher energy costs will continue to weaken purchasing 
power for other goods and services, he says. 

Third, credit problems. As lenders and investors 
have suffered losses on subprime mortgages -- loans to 
weaker borrowers -- they’ve tightened lending stan- 
dards for other borrowers. With the economy slowing, 
Diane Vazza of Standard & Poor’s expects bond 
defaults to rise among shakier corporate borrowers, 
especially companies dependent on strong consumer 
spending (retailers, fast-food chains, entertainment 
firms). 

Countering these powerful downward economic 
pressures are strong export growth (up at a 16 percent 
annual rate in the third quarter) and increased federal 
government spending (up 7 percent). The economy’s 
fate hangs heavily on the outcome of this tug of war. 
Meanwhile, what’s missing from all the agonizing about 
a possible recession is a sense of proportion. 

Of course, no one likes the usual side effects of a 
recession: higher unemployment, weaker profits, more 
stress. Still, popular rhetoric exaggerates the damage. 
By and large, recessions are problems, not tragedies. 
Since World War II, there have been 10 of them, or one 
about every six years. On average, they’ve lasted 10 
months (indeed, a common definition of a recession is 
at least two quarters of declining output). Disregarding 
two severe recessions -- those of 1973-75 and 1981-82 
-- peak monthly unemployment has averaged 7.1 per- 
cent. 

Recessions also have often-overlooked benefits. 
They dampen inflation. In weak markets, companies 
can’t easily raise prices, nor workers’ wages. Similarly, 
recessions punish reckless financial speculation and 
poor corporate investments. Bad bets don’t pay off. 
These disciplining effects contribute to the economy’s 
long-term strength, but it seems coldhearted to say so 
because the initial impact is hurtful. 

Today, a U.S. recession might also reverse the 
upward spiral of oil prices and trigger a faster -- and 
healthier -- drop in home prices. As economist Berner 
notes, the slow decline in prices prolongs the housing 
slump, because it induces “would-be buyers (to) wait 
for more attractive deals.” By making homes more 
affordable, a quick and sharp price drop might revive 
housing more rapidly. 

“Moral hazard” is now a much-bandied-about 
phrase. Its initial meaning stems from insurance: If you 
overinsure someone against risk, you may encourage 
undesirable behavior. Example: Cheap flood insurance 
will spur home building along vulnerable coasts. 

The Fed faces a similar problem. If it tries too hard to 
prevent a recession -- through easy-money policies -- 
investors, businesses and workers may conclude they 
have nothing to fear. They may then engage in precise- 
ly the risky and inflationary behavior that makes matters 
worse, perversely “resulting in an even larger bubble 
and a larger subsequent recession,” warns economist 
John Makin of the American Enterprise Institute. 

We’ ve been there before. In the 1960s and 1970s, the 
Fed followed easy-credit policies on the belief that gov- 
ernment could end recessions and constantly keep the 
economy close to “full employment.” The bad behavior 
thus encouraged was inflationary wage and price 
increases by firms and workers relieved of the fear of 
recession. The experiment boomeranged: Double-digit 
inflation ensued along with the savage 1973-75 and 
1981-82 recessions (peak unemployment: 9 percent, 
10.8 percent). The real “moral hazard” problem today is 
not starting down that path again.

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Consumers showing financial fatigue outside mortgages

NEW YORK -- The 
malaise in the mortgage mar- 
ket is starting to spread to 
credit-card and auto loans in 
what one analyst has dubbed 
consumer credit “contagion.” 
It’s an ominous warning sig- 
nal for the economy. 

Many of the nation’s big 
banks and credit-card compa- 
nies have begun acknowledg- 
ing that they are seeing a shift 
in consumer behavior, includ- 
ing more people unable pay 
off their debts. 

Things are unraveling 
faster than expected for some 
like Capital One Financial 
Corp., which on Tuesday 
boosted its estimates for cred- 
it losses next year to potential- 
ly above $5 billion in part 
because of elevated delin- 
quencies on its cards. 

No one is calling this prob- 
lem the next debt-related land 
mine yet, but it is still impor- 
tant to watch what happens, 
especially as the holiday shop- 
ping season gets under way. 

Much attention has been 
paid in recent months to the 
collapse in housing prices and 
the upheaval in the mortgage 
market. The initial trigger was 
people with shaky credit -- 
known as subprime borrowers 
-- increasingly defaulting on 
their home loans. 

An added complication was 
that many Americans used 
their homes as piggy banks in 
recent years. When debt was 
cheap and easy to get and the 
value of their homes was surg- 
ing, they borrowed against 
them. People used part of that 
cash to pay off other debts, but 
mostly to fuel a spending 
surge on everything from flat- 
screen TVs to new cars to 
vacation homes. 

That party seems to be 
over. Morgan Stanley analyst 
Betsey Graseck warns that an 
oncoming consumer credit 
“contagion” could be ahead, 
and uses that as the basis to 
downgrade her ratings on 
large banks to “cautious” -- 
the lowest rating at Morgan 
Stanley has on industries. 
Among those on her watch 
list: Citigroup, Bank of 
America and Wells Fargo. 

She says there is already 
evidence that subprime mort- 
gage implosion is affecting 
other areas, given that banks 
have tightened their lending to 
consumers. She expects more 
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stringent lending standards to 
put the squeeze on consumers 
at the same time unemploy- 
ment rates are rising and hous- 
ing values are falling. 

In recent weeks, many 
banks and card issuers have 
boosted what is known as 
loan-loss reserves. Under 
accounting rules, they are 
required to estimate the 
amount of loans that won’t be 
collected, and should that 
increase, they must set aside 
more money to cover those 
loans. Higher  loan-loss 
reserves equal lower earnings. 

“Firms that are now adding 
to the portfolio might have 
had a few whiffs of trouble 
brewing earlier this year, and 
dragged their feet in adding to 
reserves because they were 
hoping that interest rate cuts 
might bail them out and give 
borrowers breathing room,” 
said Jack Ciesielski, who 
writes the industry newsletter, 
The Analyst’s Accounting 
Observer. 

“Now the odor is getting 
stronger, and it looks like 
adding reserves is the only 
course of action they can fol- 
low without presenting mis- 
leading financials,” he said. 

When Citigroup announced 
its quarterly earnings last 
month, it noted two “behav- 
ioral patterns” that could be 
correlated with future delin- 
quencies and losses on its 
credit cards. The bank said 
that it had seen evidence of 
cardholders increasing the 
balance on their cards or some 
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for the first time are using the 
card to take cash advances. 
CFO Gary Crittenden, dur- 
ing a conference call with ana- 
lysts, said such evidence con- 
tributed to the company’s 


decision to take a charge total- 
ing $1.30 billion to increase 
its loan-reserves for U.S. 
cards during the quarter ended 
Sept. 30. 


That compared with a 


reserve release of $197 mil- 
lion in the same period a year 
ago. 

Capital One, when 
announcing its third-quarter 
results on Oct. 18, cited high- 
er delinquency rates in its 
credit card and auto loan divi- 
sions, and said in both areas it 
had boosted provisions for 
uncollectable debts. It had 
estimated total 2008 credit 
losses for its entire loan port- 
folio would be around $4.9 
billion. 

Then on Tuesday, the 
McLean, Va.-based company 
said more difficult times were 
likely ahead. It raised its range 
of credit losses to as high as 
the mid-$5 billion mark. Its 
chief risk officer, Peter 
Schnall, said during an 
investor conference that card 
delinquencies in the fourth 
quarter are “unlikely” to 
decline the way the company 
had assumed. He said the 
company, in its revised range, 
now assumes the economy in 
2008 will continue to be slug- 
gish. 

Loans for credit cards, auto 
financing and other debt are

often sliced up and sold as 
securities on global debt mar- 
kets. Mortgages are securi- 
tized that way, too. And as has 
been evident in recent months, 
surging defaults in mortgage 
portfolios have knocked down 
the value of those assets, cre- 
ating a ripple effect as securi- 
ties have had to be repriced at 
much lower values. 

These new consumer wor- 
ries could just spell more trou- 
ble for financial companies, as 
Morgan Stanley’s Graseck 
noted last week in her banking 
industry downgrade. Financial 
stocks have accounted for 342 
points to the downside in the 
Dow Jones industrial average 
this year, and are the only sec- 
tor dragging down the index. 
Without them, the Dow would 
be 2.5 percent higher than it is 
now, according to Bespoke 
Investment Group. 

So much for this year’s 
credit turmoil resolving itself 
soon. Now it seems to be feed- 
ing on itself.

Trojans still have a shot at playing in the Rose Bowl

LOS ANGELES — A week after 
his team lost at Oregon, Pete Carroll 
was rooting for the Ducks against 
Arizona State. 

It wasn’t as if the Southern 
California coach had anything against 
the Sun Devils. It was simply a matter 
of what would be best for the Trojans. 

“Yeah, exactly. That was a good 
day, yeah,” Carroll replied with a grin 
when asked Tuesday if he was glad 
No. 3 Oregon beat No. 9 ASU last 
weekend. “It’s going to be a great fin- 
ish here. You don’t know what’s going 
to happen. Just when you get to the 
Arizona-Arizona State game, the 
Oregon-Oregon State game, you get 
those matchups, and the UCLA game 
at the end. 

“Those games, anything happens in 
those games because of the great rival- 
ries and stuff.” 

No. 12 USC (7-2, 4-2 Pac-10) is 
tied with UCLA in the conference 
standings, one game behind co-leaders 
Oregon and Arizona State. 

Should USC finish the season by 
winning road games at No. 24 


California and ASU and a home game 
against UCLA, the Trojans would be 
in line to play in the Rose Bowl should 
Oregon get a bid to play in the BCS 
championship game. 

That could happen if the Ducks fin- 
ish with wins at Arizona and UCLA 
and at home against Oregon State and 
either No. 1 Ohio State or No. 2 LSU 
falters. 

Should Oregon lose at least once, it 
gets complicated. But if that happens 
and the Trojans win out, they’d earn at 
least a share of their sixth straight con- 
ference title. 

“Tt will be an exciting finish for 
everybody. I hope,” Carroll said. “This 
is really the fourth quarter of the sea- 
son for us, and we talked about last 
week how we really want to be at our 
best here and try to really make a big 
push to finish strong.” 

When the season began, it appeared 
Saturday night’s USC-Cal matchup 
would be the Pac-10 game of the year. 
To date, that honor goes to the ASU- 
Oregon game. 

“I know that they’re trying to get 
their season right, we’re trying to get 
our season right and it’s a great 


matchup for us,” Carroll said. “When 
you play these guys, you’re getting 
their players’ best shot all the time. 
There has been a new history written a 
little bit about us playing against each 
other that’s made for great matchups.” 

Cal (6-3, 3-3) appeared on its way 
to a No. 1 ranking before being upset 
31-28 by Oregon State on Oct. 13. The 
Golden Bears lost their next two 
games, at UCLA and Arizona State, 
before bouncing back to beat 
Washington State 20-17 last Saturday 
night. 

Carroll said he didn’t know what 
happened to the Bears, but added: 
“The conference is tough. 
Everybody’s struggling every game to 
get their wins. It ain’t over yet — there 
are a lot of big matchups coming up in 
the last month of the season.” 

Carroll expressed the hope the 
Trojans would become more produc- 
tive offensively down the stretch. 

“There’s been a continuity issue,” 
Carroll said. “It took us a while to 
uncover what Stafon Johnson brought 
to us. Then he got banged up.” 

Johnson, a 6-foot-0, 210-pound 
sophomore, has gained 471 yards on 


63 carries for a 7.5-yard average. He 
gained 144 yards on 11 carries in a 49- 
31 win at Nebraska, 48 yards on nine 
carries in a 47-14 triumph over 
Washington State, and 122 yards on 14 
carries in a 27-24 victory at 
Washington before missing two games 
because of a sprained left foot. He has 
been limited in the last three games, 
carrying a total of 17 times for 93 
yards. 

“Stafon Johnson ran full speed yes- 
terday,” Carroll said. “This is the best 
Monday he’s had. It’s just been back 
and forth with him.” 

Quarterback John David Booty 
missed three games due to a broken 
middle finger on his throwing hand 
before passing for 157 yards and two 
touchdowns in a 24-3 win over Oregon 
State last weekend. 

The Trojans have had to use a 
makeshift offensive line at times 
because of injuries, and their young 
wide receivers have been erratic. 

“We have a chance to be a really 
good offense,” Carroll said. “There 
have been some issues. It might not be 
stylish like we’d all like to see, but it’s 
still coming and it’s still very new. A

Meanwhile the Cougars lost 
only one key player from the 
team that went 25-7 before 
winning two games as a No. 4 
seed in the NCAA 


Tournament. 

Then there is Arizona, 
Oregon, Stanford, USC (with 
incoming stud freshman 
Mayo) and Washington. All 
have talented teams with 
experience and good coach- 
ing. 

It should be a great year for 
the conference with many 
prognosticators projecting 
seven teams to make the 
Dance this year. Which all 
boils down to some great con- 
tests and a really competitive 
league battle. 

No Clear No. 1 Team 

To build off of the parity 
section above, because of that 
parity there is no clear No. 1 
team that you can point to as 
the favorite to cut down the 
nets in April.

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Goodell not shortening season-long suspension for Pacman Jones

NASHVILLE, Tenn. — NFL commis- 
sioner Roger Goodell told Titans corner- 
back Adam “Pacman” Jones in April to 
sit out the 2007 season. On Tuesday, the 
commissioner informed Jones he still 
hasn’t changed his mind. 

Jones had met with the commissioner 
last week in New York, pleading for some 
leniency and an early return. But the cor- 
nerback whose biggest community ser- 
vice was buying wrestling tickets for 
Atlanta students to watch him at a pay- 
per-view event last month didn’t con- 
vince Goodell. 

The commissioner told Jones his sus- 
pension will last through this season, 
which would include the playoffs if the 
Titans (6-2) qualify. 

“He will be eligible to begin working 
out at the Titans’ facility following the 
conclusion of the team’s season,” the 
league said in a statement late Tuesday 
afternoon. 

Attorney Worrick Robinson said Jones 
received a letter from the NFL notifying 
him of the commissioner’s decision earli- 
er Tuesday. They planned to talk further 
Tuesday night and a formal statement 
may follow Wednesday. 

“He is very disappointed,” Robinson 
said. “We’re looking at different 
options.”

would be reviewed after Tennessee’s 10th 
game of the season. He met with Jones 
last Friday — two days before the Titans’ 
eighth game. 

But the Titans, who have replaced 
their best defensive player, had been 
expecting the suspension to stand. 

“As we have said all through this 
process, we understood the suspension 
was for a year and made preparations to 
move our team forward without Adam 
Jones,” the team said in a statement. “We 
will continue to monitor his situation and 
will address his future when he is rein- 
stated by the commissioner.” 

Goodell originally suspended Jones in 
April for violating the league’s personal 
conduct policy. At the time, Jones had 
been arrested five times since the Titans 
drafted him with the sixth overall pick in 
the 2005 draft. 

The suspension followed a Las Vegas 
strip club fight Feb. 19 in which police 
accused Jones of inciting a fight inside 
that led to a triple shooting outside that 
left one man paralyzed. Jones was arrest- 


ed on two felony counts of coercion in 
June after dropping an appeal of his NFL 
punishment. 

Jones said in interviews since his sus- 
pension that he felt he was being treated 
unfairly and that the punishment was 
harsh. 

To keep himself busy, he signed a con- 
tract with Total Nonstop Action 
Wrestling. But the Titans got an injunc- 
tion that limited his physical contact to 
prevent any injuries. Jones’ contract 
ended recently with TNA, and the 
Nashville-based company did not renew 
the deal. 

His legal problems still haven’t been 
resolved. 

Jones faces a Nov. 27 hearing in Las 
Vegas. A felony count of obstruction in 
Georgia recently was postponed until 
March, and a public intoxication and dis- 
orderly conduct charge in Tennessee 
from August 2006 was revived and post- 
poned until January. 

With Jones on the roster in 2006, the 
Titans ranked last in the NFL in yards 
allowed. Without him, the Titans current- 
ly rank second in total defense and first 
against the run. They replaced him by 
signing veteran Nick Harper and second- 
year cornerback Cortland Finnegan 
developed into a starter. 

They also have plenty of depth with 
Reynaldo Hill and Kelly Herndon.

Report: Guillen, Williams bought perfor- 
mance enhancing drugs

Power-hitting outfielder Jose Guillen 
bought nearly $20,000 worth of steroids 
and human growth hormone from 2003- 
05, the San Francisco Chronicle reported 
Tuesday. 

Former major leaguers Matt Williams 
and Ismael Valdez also purchased perfor- 
mance-enhancing drugs, in 2002, from a 
Florida anti-aging clinic that was raided 
in February as part of an investigation by 
the Albany, N.Y., district attorney into 
alleged illegal drug sales, the newspaper 
said. 

Major League Baseball began testing 
for steroids in 2003. HGH was banned in 
January 2005. 

The Chronicle received details of the 
players’ orders in records from a source 
the newspaper didn’t identify. Those 
records contained shipping and purchase 
orders, payment information, Social 
Security numbers and customers’ birth- 
dates, the paper said. 

A report by former Senate Majority 
Leader George Mitchell into the use of 
performance-enhancing substances in 
baseball is expected before the end of the 
year. An unidentified active player has 
agreed to speak with Mitchell in the next 
few weeks, SI.com reported Tuesday. 
The Yankees’ Jason Giambi, who was 
pressured by commissioner Bud Selig, is 
the only active player known to have spo- 
ken with Mitchell, a director of the 
Boston Red Sox. 

Guillen, 31, spent last season with the 
Seattle Mariners, batting .290 with 23 
homers and 99 RBIs. He split the 2003 
season between Cincinnati and 
Oakland, and the Chronicle 
said business records indicate 
he had some of the drugs 
shipped to the Oakland 
Coliseum that year. He played 
for the Anaheim Angels in 2004 
and Washington Nationals in 
2005. Attempts by The 
Associated Press to reach him 
via cell phone were unsuccess- 
ful Tuesday. 

Last week, the Mariners 
declined their $9 million option 
on Guillen’s contract for next 
season. He, in turn, declined his 
$5 million option, and will 
receive a $500,000 buyout. 
Guillen can now file for free 
agency. 

Mariners president Chuck 
Armstrong told the AP the team 
remains interested in keeping 
Guillen. 

“We thought he was an out- 
standing teammate. We were 
happy to have him. We know 
nothing about what happened 
in the past,” Armstrong said. “T 
continue to admire and respect 
him greatly. 

“Before I feel anything neg- 
ative about Jose, I need to see 
something tangible or real.” 
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Armstrong also said if Guillen exercis- 
es his option, the Mariners would need to 
investigate the allegations. 

“I for sure would have to talk to Jose 
about this,” Armstrong said. 

Guillen just completed his 11th season 
in the majors. Records show he ordered 
more than $19,000 worth of drugs — 
three kinds of human growth hormone, 
two types of testosterone and the steroids 
stanozolol and nandrolone — from the 
Palm Beach Rejuvenation Center 
between May 2002 and June 2005, the 
Chronicle said. 

Williams was a five-time All-Star dur- 
ing his 17-year major league career with 
San Francisco, Cleveland and Arizona. 
He was playing for the Diamondbacks in 
2002 when records indicate he purchased 
$11,600 worth of growth hormone, 
steroids and other drugs, the Chronicle 
reported. 

Williams’ final season in the majors 
was 2003. 

The Chronicle reported that Williams, 
in an interview Monday, said a doctor 
advised him to try growth hormone to 
heal a severe ankle injury he sustained 
during spring training in 2002. 

Williams is now a broadcaster for the 
Diamondbacks. 

“We obviously just learned of this,” 
team president Derrick Hall said in a 
statement Tuesday. “Matt informed us 
that a doctor recommended its use to help 
heal his ankle injury. It was a substance 
that he was not familiar with at the time, 
and according to him, did not like its 


effects after sampling. He discontinued 
the use of it and retired the next season. 

“Matt is a stand-up guy, who without 
hesitation, admitted using it and not lik- 
ing it. There is no doubt in our minds that 
Matt would decline such a recommenda- 
tion today, knowing what we all know 
about enhancing substances.” 

Valdez pitched for seven teams during 
a 12-year career that ended in 2005. The 
newspaper said records show he pur- 
chased $11,300 worth of performance- 
enhancing drugs in 2002 after he was 
traded from Texas to Seattle. 

The Chronicle said Valdez’s former 
agent did not return an e-mail message or 
phone calls. 

Records indicate that some prescrip- 
tions for the three players were not writ- 
ten by a physician, but by a Florida den- 
tist whose license later was suspended for 
fraud and incompetence, the newspaper 
reported. 

Cleveland pitcher Paul Byrd, Toronto 
third baseman Troy Glaus, Baltimore out- 
fielder Jay Gibbons and New York Mets 
reliever Scott Schoeneweis are other cur- 
rent players who reportedly received per- 
formance-enhancing drugs in recent 
years. 

The Palm Beach Rejuvenation Center, 
the clinic where Byrd made his alleged 
purchases, is part of a network of anti- 
aging clinics and online pharmacies tar- 
geted by the Albany, N.Y., district attor- 
ney for alleged illegal sales of steroids 
and growth hormone.

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Google dialing for dollars with 
free cell phone software package Radiohead’s download-only album

SAN FRANCISCO -- 
Google Inc. wants to become 
as influential in the mobile 
market as it is on the Internet - 
- and the online search leader 
thinks it can do that without 
sticking its prized brand on a 
cell phone. 

The Mountain View-based 
company provided the first 
glimpse at its mobile ambi- 
tions Monday with the 
announcement of a free soft- 
ware package scheduled to hit 
the market during the second 
half of next year. 

The system, which will 
control an untold number of 
cell phones, is designed to 
unify the developers of 
mobile applications around a 
common platform that makes 
it easier and more enticing to 
surf the Web on cell phones. 
The new package is called 
“Android” in tribute to a 
Silicon Valley startup that 
Google acquired two years 
ago to steer its secretive pro- 
ject. 

Google is hoping Android 
opens another lucrative chan- 
nel for peddling ads and ser- 
vices to people when they’re 
away from their personal 
computers, supplementing the 
revenue already pouring into 
the company from Internet 
advertising. 

Contrary to reports that sur- 
faced during months of 
breathless speculation, 
Google isn’t making cell 
phones, nor does it plan to put 
its name on the devices 
equipped with its software. 
Instead, it will work with four 
manufacturers and 29 other 
companies that have formed 
the Open Handset Alliance to 
help launch Google’s mobile 
software. 

But Google Chief 
Executive Eric Schmidt hint- 
ed the company might eventu- 
ally make its own phone pow- 
ered by the new software. 

“We don’t want to fore- 
close any options in the

future,” Schmidt told 
reporters during a Monday 
conference call. 

For now, Google is focused 
on rallying support for 
Android, which relies on 
openly available computer 
code that gives equal access to 
all programmers. 

That freedom is meant to 
foster innovation and new 
uses for the sophisticated 
handsets known as smart 
phones. 

“You will be able to do 
amazing things with your 
mobile device that you had 
never thought of before,” 
Schmidt promised. 

Google will release a tool 
kit for developers next week. 
Consumers will have to buy a 
new phone to get the Google 
software because Android was 
not designed for existing 
handsets. 

Even with its market debut 
months away, Android looms 
as a significant threat to other 
mobile operating systems 
made by Microsoft Corp., 
Research In Motion Ltd., 
Palm Inc. and Symbian, 
which is owned by Nokia 
Corp. and several other major 
phone makers. 

Because Android will be 
free, it could undercut rival 
operating systems that hand- 
set makers must buy. 

The smart phones it comes 
on also could be less expen- 
sive since manufacturers 
won’t have to pay for software 
and the costs of developing 
new applications may fall, 
too. 

“This is a shot that is going 
to be heard around the world, 
but it’s just the first shot in 
what is going to be a very pro- 
tracted battle in the next fron- 
tier of the mobile Web,” said 
Michael Gartenberg, a Jupiter 
Research vice president. 

With 3 billion cell phones 
already on the market, Google 
wants to ensure people can 
use its services, such as the 
search engine, e-mail and 
maps, on mobile handsets as 
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easily as on personal comput- 
ers.But major wireless carriers 
zealously control which ser- 
vices can be accessed in an 
effort to maximize their own 
profits. And this “walled gar- 
den” approach has lessened 
the incentive to connect to the 
Internet on cell phones. 

“Google had to find a way 
to create an open environment 
that is more like the one they 
are used to dealing with on the 
Internet,” said Charles 
Golvin, principal analyst for 
Forrester Research. 

So far, Motorola Inc., 
Samsung Electronics Co., 
HTC and LG Electronics Inc. 
have agreed to use Android in 
some of their phones. Schmidt 
said he eventually hopes to 
see Android implanted in 
thousands of different 
devices. 

Key details, like how much 
the Andriod-powered phones 
will cost and how many units 
will be shipped, have yet to be 
worked out. Executives for 
both Motorola and HTC told 
reporters Monday that their 
companies will keep making 
phones equipped with other 
operating systems, such as 
Windows Mobile. 

The wireless carriers that 
have agreed to provide service 
for the Google-powered 
phone in the United States 
include Sprint Nextel Corp. 
and Deutsche Telekom’s T- 
Mobile in the United States. 
China Mobile, Telefonica in 
Spain and Telecom Italia are 
among the carriers that have 
signed on to provide service 
outside the United States. 
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Study: Most opt not to pay for

LOS ANGELES -- 
Radiohead let fans decide 
how much to pay for a digi- 
tal copy of the band’s latest 
release, “In Rainbows,” and 
more than half of those who 
downloaded the album last 
month chose to pay nothing, 
according to a study by a 
consumer research firm. 

Some 62 percent of the 
people who downloaded “In 
Rainbows” in a four-week 
period last month opted not 
to pay the British alt-rock- 
ers a cent, while the 
remaining 38 percent paid 
an average of $6, according 
to the study by comScore 
Inc. 

The results of the study 
were drawn from data gath- 
ered from a few hundred 
people who are part of the 
firm’s database of 2 million 
computer users worldwide. 
The firm, which has permis- 
sion to monitor the comput- 
er users’ online behavior, 
did not provide a margin of 
error on the study. 

Between Oct. 1 and Oct. 
29, about 1.2 million people 
visited the Web site the 
band set up for fans to 
download the album, 
comScore said Monday. The 
research firm did not say 
how many people in its 
study actually bought the 
album. 

About 40 percent of 
those in the U.S. who 
downloaded the album paid 
to do so. The average pay- 
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ment was $8.05, the firm 
said. 

Some 36 percent of the 
fans outside the U.S. who 
downloaded the album 
opted to pay; on average, 
those fans paid $4.64, 
according to the study. 

Radiohead’s U.S.-based 
publicist said Tuesday the 
band had no comment on 
the study. 

Radiohead made “In 
Rainbows,” it’s seventh stu- 
dio album, available for 
download last month, 
breaking with its past prac- 
tice of releasing its music in 
CD format and through a 
major record label. The 
biggest wrinkle was the 


band’s decision to let fans 
pay as much or as little as 
they wanted to download a 
copy. 

The move sent shock 
waves through the record- 
ing industry, with some 
hailing it as a shrewd move 
at a time of industrywide 
declining CD sales and oth- 
ers writing it off as a pub- 
licity stunt that amounted to 
the band giving away its 
music. The band, which 
also offered fans the option 
of buying a lavish box set 
for about $82, plans to 
release the album in CD 
format sometime next year.

Center on Low Gap Road, a 
friendly sign pointed to the 
polling place where Don 
Phleger, a local poll worker 
said that only 14 of 250 possi- 
ble voters had personally 
voted at their station. 

“They’d rather do it by 
mail,” said Phleger. “It’s a 
very light turnout.” 

Results at St. Mary’s 
Parish Hall seemed to be the 
same. Three separate 
precincts were set up in the 
building and Gertrude Soeth, 
a poll worker there, described 
the turnout as “very low.” 

Fellow worker Nita 
Wagner said, “A lot of people 
voted absentee.” 

That particular polling 
place had been assigned 400 
voters and had only seen 36 at 
5:30 p.m. The polls were to 
close at 8 p.m. but it was 
obvious already that absentee 
votes ruled this year’s elec- 
tions. 

Katrina Bartolomie at the 
Elections Office said at 6:30 
p.m. 32,000 absentee ballots 
had been sent out and at that 
point only 9,900 ballots had 
come back filled out. 

But Bartolomie wasn’t 
worried. She said that because 
the election was limited to 
local district races, “This is 
not unusual.” 

Registered voters were 
selecting representatives on 
boards such as: the 
Mendocino College board, 
the Millview County Water 
District and the Ukiah Valley 
Fire District, among others.

clerical error at the Mendocino 
County Elections Office in 
2005 pushed MacLeitch into 
the race for the Area 3 seat after 
it was found he actually lived in 
the Area 3 district and was 
unable to continue serving as 
the Area 2 representative. 

Neither Eriksen nor 
MacLeitch were available 
Tuesday night for comment. 

The other Mendo-Lake 
Community College race was 
for the Area 7 seat -- represent- 
ing the Kelseyville area -- and 
with 100 percent of the 
precincts reporting in Lake and 
Mendocino counties, it appears 
newcomer -- and former chem- 
istry professor -- Jerry 
DeChaine is poised to take the 
seat from incumbent Gary 
Taylor with a 6 percent lead in 
Lake and Mendocino counties. 

“Obviously I’m excited,” 
DeChaine said Tuesday night. 
“How can I not be? It’s been a 
very interesting thing for me. 
It’s been an interesting process, 
and I have some things I want 
to do as a board member. I’m 
hoping that this lead continues 
so I can do so.” 

But for Taylor, who has 16 
years of experience on the col- 
lege board, the early results 
were anything but exciting with 
Taylor’s future on the board 
uncertain.

Newsom re-elected as San Francisco mayor

SAN FRANCISCO — Mayor Gavin 
Newsom, a Democrat best-known for open- 
ing City Hall to same-sex weddings six weeks 
into his first term, was re-elected Tuesday 
after easily eclipsing a field of candidates that 
included a colorful cast of characters but no 


serious rivals.
